By contrast, the legal side of 
the case takes up far less space. 
“Obstruction,” often of “justice," 
appears only 11 rimes; “perjury” 

40 times and “impeachment" 15 
times.

Report: Currie 
facilitated affair 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ While 
oiiicrs on the White House staff 
stewed about Monica Lewinsky 
hovering around die Oval Office, 
Betty Currie came to work on 
weekends just so President 
Clinton could sneak the former 
' intern into his office. 

A faithful churchgoer, the pres- 
idential secretary suspected an 
affair but didn’t want to know 
about it, abruptly stopping the 
talkative former intern once from 
telling her details. 

She sometimes asked Secret 
Service officers! to keep Ms. 
Lewinsky's visits off the books, 
and used the code. name “Kay" 
on messare Nlinc <sl,n m , n" ....I 


subpoenaed presidential gifts 
from the former intern’s apart- 
ment and was summoned not 
once, but twice, by the president 
m what prosecutors believe was 
an effort to coattfhcr testimony. 

And when finally called to tes- 
tify, Mrs. Currie told it all to pros- 
ecutors — providing what could 
be among the most damaging tes- 
timony to propel impeachment 
proceedings against her boss, 
according to a report to Congress 
by Independent Counsel Kenneth 
Starr. 

. “He was spending a lot of time 
with a 24-year-old young lady. I 
know he has said that young peo- 
ple keep him involved in what’s 
happening in the world, solkncw 
that was one reason, but there 
was a concern of mine that she 
was spending more time than 
most," Ms. Currie testified to the 
grand jury. 

Mrs. Currie’s role as mother fig- 


ure and friend to Ms. Lewinsky 
stood in stark contrast to the con- 
cern and contempt top presiden- 
tial aides held for her flirtatious 
access to Clinton. 

Then-Deputy Chief of Staff 
t-velyn Licberman was so con- 
cerned about Ms. Lewinsky that 
she reprimanded her for hanging 
around the president and then “i 
decided to get rid of her” — 
transferring her from the White 
Hmtsc to Pentagon in spring 

Ms. Licberman said the fact the 
president was “vulnerable” to 
rumors about women drove her 
decision. Known inside the White 


“iscipiinnrian, 
Licberman said she regarded Ms.

T his is a lousy time for flic

For the first six 
years of his presidency. Bill 
Clinton served at a time of relative qui- 
et and prosperity. He might have made 
his share of mistakes, especially in for- 
eign policy, but none of it was of great 
consequence. Unlike most modern pres- 
idents, Clinton has not been tested un- 
der fire. 

But with the collapse of the Asian 
economies, the economic and political 
crises in Russia, the volatility of the 
stock market here and terrorism threat- 
ening from abroad, the picture has sud- 
denly changed. While the American 
economy remains amazingly strong af- 
ter seven years of expansion, it is not 
impervious to the fires raging abroad. 

What b at stake b the organizing 
principle of the post-Cold War period: 
that a combination of globalization and 
the American free market economic 
I model represent the future. Indeed, it is 
ironic that there might be no single in- 
dividual who has better understood 
these forces and been better able to ar- 
ticulate the challenges they created 
than Clinton. He has forced his party to 
face up to the challenges by advocating 
policies such as free trade and has 
shown leadership when there were 
problems such as the need to bail out 
the Mexican currency. 

But the Asian crisis, which is threat- 
ening to turn into a global economic 
meltdown, is calling into question the 
assumptions underlying the last 10 
years of world economic expansion. 

There is a developing backlash against 
free markets and there are increasing 
calls for old-time government interven- 
tion. While a global meltdown is cer- 
tainly not inevitable, the wrong policy 
decisions and a lack of leadership, espe-

Most economists will tell you that the 
problems many nations now face are 
not the result of blindly following a 
free market economy, but of not adher- 
ing to those principles dosely enough. 
That is, the issues stem as much from 
the problems of old regimes - cronyism 
and corruption, inadequate banking 
controls and credit evaluation, unwise 
governmental intervention to prop up 
failing enterprises - as they do from fol- 
lowing sound free-market practices. 

The signs of serious problems in the 
world arc ominous. About 40 percent of 
the world’s economy is in recession or 
very near it. Japan, wbidi accounts for 
about an eighth of the world economy, 
is in a serious recession without much 
sign that things are getting better. The 
dedinc is spreading to parts of Latin 
America. Commodity prices arc near 
record lows; investor confidence has 
been shaken around the globe as evi- 
denced by precipitous drops in stock 
markets; and emerging markets, which 
are supposed to provide growth oppor- 
tunities for the developed U.S. and Eu- 
ropean economics, are in crisis. 

Clearly, the United States does not 
have the power to solve these problems 
by itself. Japan is the key player. It 
must dean up its banking mess and 
dimb out of its recession in order to 
provide an economic engine for the rest 
of the region. 

And Washington can do little to hdp 
Moscow out of the hole it has dug for it- 
self. 

But, still, American leadership is im- 
portant.

What a shock! Teens and 
their parents don’t understand 
basic American “Democratic" 
culture.

Flyway is near ennying capacity. 

If there arc many more than that, 
disease could decrease the impu- 
tation, he said. 

“We are putting in place a rea- 
sonable and effective tool for 
keeping populations at a level 
good for the birds," Aldrich stud. 

The hunt is the first two week- 
ends in September. Aldrich said 
30 to 40 permit holders actually 
take a bird. 

Margaret Pettis, an organizer 
for Sandhill Crane Days, said 
even one bird is too many to kill. 
For 71 years under the Migratory 
Bird Act, the crane had not been 
hunted, she said. When the hum 
was proposed in 1988, Pettis and 
several others protested.

I came out of it and I've never 
looked back,” he sayS.

Freeman’s return to football was the 
idea of his eighth grade coach and was 
supported by his parents, Larry and 
Mary, once they got over initial reser- 
vations. 

“There was a lot of people that told 
me, I can't believe you’re going to let 
that kid play football,"’ his father 
says. 

Ultimately, the couple decided that 
the benefits outweighed the risks. 

“I want the assurance of knowing if 
Larry and I get killed today, he can 
take care of himself,” Mrs. Freeman 
says, pointing out that football has 
helped her son avoid a life of isolation 
and dependence. 

Freeman's teammates and frionds 


arc impressed by his determination to 
keep up with them - even if he can’t 
sec where they're going. i 

“He’s willing to tty anything,” line- 
backer Josh Moran says. “We go 
jumping off a 20-foot rock into the 
water near here, and he’s right 
there.

2. Current Status of the 
Investigation.

Narrative 

Physical evidence conclusively 
establishes that the President 
and Ms. Lewinsky hod a sexual 
relationship. Ms. Lewinsky 
turned over a navy blue dress 
that she said she had worn during 
a sexual encounter with the 
President on February 28, 1997. 
According to Ms. Lewinsky, she 
noticed stains on the garment the 
next time she took it from her 
doset. — the genetic markers on 
the semen, which match the 
President's DNA, arc characteris- 
tic of one out of 7.87 trillion 
Caucasians ... 

According to Ms. Lewinsky, the 
President touched her breasts 
and genitalia — which means 
mat his conduct met the Jones 
definition of sexual relations 
even under his theory. ...

During 
many of their sexual encounters, 
the President stood leaning 
against the doorway of the bath- 
room across from the study, 
which, he told Ms. Lewinsky, 
cased his sore hack. 

According to Ms. Lewinsky, she 
performed oral sex on the 
ftjesdent on nine occasions. On 
dl nine of- those occasions, the 
President fondled and kissed her 
bare breasts. He touched her gen- 
itals, both through her underwear 
a °d directly, bringing her to 
orgasm on two occasions. On one 
oamsion, the President inserted a 
cigar into her vagina. On another 
occasion, she and' the President 
had brief genital-to-genitnl con- 
tact- 

Ms. Lewinsky grew emotionally 
attached to President Clinton. 

She testified: “I never expected 
to fall in love with the President. 

I was surprised that I did.” At 
times, she believed that he loved 
her, too. „ She recalled his saying 
that the two of them were “emo- 
tive and full of fire," and she 
made him feel young. —

According to Ms. Lewinsky, she 
and the President made eye con- 
tact when he came to the West 
Wing to see Mr. Panctta and 
Deputy Chief of Staff Harold 
Ickcs, then again later at an infor- 
mal birthday party. ... At one 
point, Ms. Lewinsky and the 
President talked alone in the 
Chief of Staff’s office. In the 
course of flirting with him, she 
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raised her jacket in the hack and 
showed him the straps of her 
thong underwear, which extend- 
ed aliove her pants. 

En route to the restroom at 
about 8 p.m., she passed George 
Stephanopoulos’s office. The 
President was inside alone, and 
he beckoned her to enter, She 
told ltim that she had a crush on 
him. He laughed, then asked if 
she would like to see his private 
office. ... They went through the 
President’s private dining room 
toward the study off the Oval 
Office. Ms. Lewinsky testified: 
“We talked briefly and sort of 
acknowledged that there had 
been a chemistry that was there 
before and that we were both 
attracted to each other and then 
he asked me if he could kiss me." 
Ms. Lewinsky said yes. In the 
windowless hallway adjacent 10 
the study, they kissed. Before 
returning to her desk, Ms. 
Lewinsky wrote down her name 
and telephone number for the 
President. 

At about 10 p.m., in Ms. 
Lewinsky's recollection, she was 
alone in the Chief of Staffs office 
and the President approached. 
He invited her to rendezvous 
again in Mr. Stephanopoulos’s 
office in a few minutes, and she 
agreed. ... They met in Mr. 
Stephanopoulos’s office and went 
again to the area of the private 
study. ... 

According to Ms. Lewinsky, site 
and the President kissed. She 
unbuttoned her jacket; cither she 
unhooked her bra or he lifted her 
bra up; and he touched her 
breasts with his hands and 
mouth. Ms. Lewinsky testified: “I 
believe he took a phone call ... 
and so we moved from the hall- 
way Into the back office ... He put 
his hand down my pants and 
stimulated me manually in the 
genital area.” While the 
President continued talking on 
the phone (Ms. Lewinsky under- 
stood that the caller was a 
Member of Congress or a 
Senator), she performed oral sex 
on him. He finished his call, and, 
a moment later, told Ms. 
Lewinsky to stop. In Iter recollec- 
tion: "I told him that I wanted ... 
to complete that. And he said ... 
that he needed to wait until he 
trusted me more. And then I 
think he made a joke ... that he 
hadn’t had that in a long time.” ... 

According to Ms. Lewinsky, she 
and the President hod a second 
sexual encounter two days later 
... on Friday, November 17. ... 

Ms. Lewinsky testified: 

Ms. Lewinsky and the 
President went into die area of 
the private study, according to 
Ms. Lewinsky. There, cither in 
the hallway or the badtroom, she 
and the President kissed. After a 
few minutes, in Ms. Lewinsky’s 
recollection, she told ltim dial she 
needed to get back to her desk. 

The President suggested that site 
bring him some slices of pizza. ... 

Ms. Lewinsky testified that she 
and the President had a sexual 
encounter during this visit. They 
kissed, and the President touched 
Ms. Lewinsky’s bare breasts with 
his hands and mouth. At some 
point, Ms. Currie approached die 
door leading to the hallway, 
which was ajar, nnd said that die 
President had a telephone call. 

Ms. Lewinsky recalled that the 
caller was a Member of Congress 
with a nickname. While the 
President was on the telephone, 
according to Ms. Lewinsky, “he 
unzipped his pants and exposed 
himself," and she performed oral 
sex. Again, he stopped her before 
he ejaculated. 

During this visit, according to 
Ms. Lewinsky, the President told 
her that he liked her smile and 
her energy. He also said: “I’m 
usually around on weekends, no 
one else is around, and you can 
come and sec me." ... 

Testifying before the grand 
jury on August 17, 1998, the 
President said that his first “real 
conversation” with Ms. Lewinsky 
occurred during the November 
1995 furlough. He testified: “One 
night she brought me some pizza. 

We had some remarks." 

F. President’s Account of 1995 
Relationship 

As noted, the President testi- 
fied before the grand jury that on 
November 17, 1995, Ms. 
Lewinsky delivered pizza and 
exchanged “some remarks” with 
him, but he never indicated that 
anything sexual occurred then or 
at any .other point in 1995. 
Testifying under oath before the 
grand jury, the President said

President responded, Mr. Morris 
recalled, “Oh, God. This is just 
awful. ...

provision in the 1996 Farm Bill is 
becoming very important to farm- 
ers across the nation this year. 
Good grain prices in the years 
after the bill was signed meant 
fanners received their market 
transition payments, but most 
didn't worry about using the com- 
modity loan program. And no one 
even thought about the loan defi- 
ciency payment program. 

Plummeting grain prices have 
changed that. 

As of Tuesday, USDA-Farm 
Service Agency offices across 
Idaho had processed 2,173 
requests for loan deficiency pay- 
ments. By the time the cutoff 
date for requesting LDPs on the 
1998 crop (March 31. 1999, for 
wheat and barley) rolls around 
Bill York expects Idaho alone to 
receive 16,000 to 20,000 requests. 

With wheat hovering around 
$1.70 a bushel and feed barley 
around $3.30 a bushel, the 
bequests for commodity loans ore 
also rolling in. As of Tuesday, the 


state office had already made 150 
loans on barley and 136 loans on 
wheat. But York expects the LDP 
requests to outnumber loans by a 
margin of 10 to 1 this year. 

Fanners have used the com- 
modity loan program for decades. 
It’s the loan deficiency payment 
program that’s the new twist. ‘ 
And some growers here in the 
Magic Valley are finding It’s not 
as easy to get that LDP as it 
sounded.

“Overall, you can characterize 
Idaho agriculture as in crisis," 
said Laura Johnson, marketing 


manager for the Idaho 
Department of Agriculture. 

But other indicators show 
Idaho’s economy is still strong. 
Overall, Idaho employment grew 
by 2.4 percent from June 1997 to 
June 1998. Unemployment 
stands at 4.9 percent, down from 
5.4 percent at the some Hm» imr 

S ar. State revenue from sales, 
:ome and other taxes should 
grow 3.3 percent this year, 
although that is down from a 5 
percent increase last year. 

“The bottom line is we thin k 
the economy is fundamentally 
sound," said state economist 
Derek Santos. 

And the president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of San 
Francisco, Robert Parry, agreed 
in a speech in Boise on Thursday 
that “economic fundamentals in 
the area remain sound." 

Still, the state’s standing will 
weaken If the Asian economic ci- 
sis deepens, Parry and other 
-isaid. 


Cascade sawmill will shut down

HORSESHOE BEND (AP) — 
The last log will hit the saw at 
Boise Cascade Corp.’s local 
sawmill at the end of this month. 

The company has set Sept. 29 
for the mill to permanently shut 
down, sig n a l i n g the end of an era 
for the tiny lumber town. 

So far, workers at the mill are 
taking it in stride. 

“IPs always in the back of your 

mind, but everybody is feeling a 
little better about it now," John 
Long, a debarking machine oper- 
ator, said Friday. 


The mill employs 44 people. 
About a third of the workers are 
eligible for retirement benefits 
and a handful of workers, includ- 
ing Long, have taken other jobs 
within Boise Cascade. 

Long will go to work in the 
company’s plywood plant in 
Emmett. 

**Ihe others are just waiting it 
out until it doses and will then 
get serious about looking for 
work," he said. “The company’s 
giving them six-month severance 
packages to get them by."

For most of his life, Bill 
Hudkins of Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio, 
' 76, was painfully shy. .j 

Not the kind of shyness most of 
us can imagine — you know, the 
occasional awkwardness at a 
party or the reluctance to speak 
before a group of people. 

Hudkins suffered from tbe 
Idnd of shyness that paralyzed 
him when he was around people. 

“My heart would beat real fast 
and I would get scared," he 
recalls. “I felt nobody could 
understand what I was saying. I 
, was afraid to say things. If when I 
said something people would 
laugh, I thought they were laugh- 
ing at me." 

Studies have shown that about 
48 percent of Americans label 
themselves os shy, says psycholo- 
gist Lynne Henderson, director of 
the Palo Alto Shyness Clinic In 
California. 

Henderson defines acute shy- 
ness os “when it produces a suffi 
dent amount of distress and emo 
tional pain where the person 
feels it is interfering with their 
goal pursuit.” 

Needless to say, most people 
are occasionally shy. 

“Not all of us are bom to be the 
life of a party,” says psychologist 
Robin Tener, of Cuhahoga Falls, 
“Some shyness is just tempera- 
ment. You sec different behav- 
iors even in infants,” 

But for people like Hudkins, , 
retired rubber worker, the prob- 
lem can be crippling. 

“Extremely shy people have 
trouble with average human rela- 
tions,” Tener says. “They have i 
very small life." 

Indeed, some experts consider 
severe shyness an anxiety disor- 
der. Others, such os Henderson, 
prefer to use a “social fitness” 
model. 

Henderson argues against 
pnthologizing shyness because 
“when you mcdicalize something 
like this, people look to the out- 
side to cure them. All of us need 
to leam to manage our own tem- 
peraments.” 

Whatever the definition, it is 
dear that the results of severe 
shyness can be devastating.

Callahan, a professor at the 
University of Virginia in 
Charlottesville and immediate 
past president of the National 
Association for Gifted Children, 
*h3e most teachers are commit- 
tedto truly enlightening stu- 


Same — not most, mind you — 
are bad. Unimaginative. Boring. 
Borned out. So ill-informed 
tbeyy fad their own subjects. 

Still others, Callahan said, 
don’t like children. “Not evety- 
ne is Mr. Rogers. And we can’t 
f-t 't d that to be the case.” 

But parents should expect 
tberr children to be well educat- 
ed. The difficulty is sorting out if 
a chil d’s complaints have merit, 
andbow to proceed without jeop- 
ardising «he essential relation- 
ship shared between child and 
teacher. 

The first step? The National 
Education Association, the 
American Federation of 
Teachers, the National Parent 
Teacher Association and the 
National Association of Gifted 
Children all agree: 

Search for the truth. Before 
ya nki n g your child from class, 
stemming ; t he principal’s office or 
to ah idl ing your child’s teacher, 
yt»r best to discern the real 
riaue or problem. 

“Children,” Callahan said, 
~ta*y not always tell you what 
the real problem is.” 

A child may complain about a 
teacher, while the actual prob- 
lem is unrelated. 

Some students, for example, 
nay bad-mouth a teacher when

homework and more indepen- 
dent and critical thinking. 
Perhaps the student is having.dif- 
ficulty making the transition 
from the relaxed atmosphere of 
early grades — naps, bcanbag 
chairs and relative freedom — to 
the more structured higher 
grades, sitting at desks in rows. 

Social changes also may be a 
factor. One year a child may be 
the most popular student in class; 
the next, she’s not. Suddenly 
she’s stomping home, hurling her 
books across the room, yelling, “I 
hate Mrs. Frattlcthrapl” 

“It may be die teacher is a bad 
teacher, or it may be as simple as 
a problem on the bus on the way 
to school,” Callahan said. . 

• A common complaint you 
hear from kids is that my teacher 
yells at me,” said Caroline 
Butler, a member of the board of 
directors of the National Parent 
Teachers Association and princi- 
pal at Maple Wood Elementary 
School in Somersworth, N.H. 
“But a child’s definition of yell is 
often different from what an 
adult says is yell. What a child 
may mean is, 'My teacher cor- 
rected me.”’ 

But if, after some Holmesian 
sleuthing — “It’s elementary 
school, my dear Watson” — par- 
ents arc convinced that a 
teacher-student problem really 
exists, they should act. 

First, parents may observe one 
or more classes to sec if their 
child’s complaints are borne out. 
For instance, parents may find a 
“strict” teacher is simply 


demanding intellectual rigor. 

“What a diild may perceive as 
mean or tough may actually lx; a 
readier wjio, in retrospect, they 
. _ think. You know, .she really 
taught me something. She had a 
disciplined class, held us to the 
curriculum, held us to high stan- 
dards and it paid off in the end,”’ 
said Janet Bass, spokeswoman 
for the American federation of 
Teachers. 

Next, parents might set up a 
parent-teacher conference. “And, 
for at least part of that,” Butler 
recommended, “include the 
child, Have a three-way conver- 
sation, or four-way, if both par- 
ents are there. 

“I hud an incident in the mid- 
dle of the year,” she recalled, 
“where we all sat down together 
in an environment that was not 
threatening. We soon figured out 
the problem — the child and 
teacher were not understanding 
what each oilier was saying. 

“1 think it « real important for 
the parent to go in and say, Ibis 
is what my child is saying, and 
how can we work together to 
make my child feel more com- 
fortable in school.’ If parents and 
teachers can really listen to each 
other and not threaten each 
other, things can be resolved.” 
Callahan concurred. If there’s 
one thing parents don’t want to 
do it’s stampede into a teacher's 
room with accusations. 

“Never go to school saying to a 
readier, You’re wrong,’ or, 
‘You’re doing something inappro- 
priate,”* she said. “I*ut the. 
teacher on the defensive and all. 
you’ll get is a defensive, 
response.” 

The best course, Cullahan said,’ 
is to be honest and reasonably.. 
Express. your child’s feelings,, 
misgivings or the situation-air- 
best you know them, then ask 
how you and the teacher can 
work together to solve them. 

“The thing to do,” Callahan 
added, “is to say. These arc the 
tilings that are making my child 
uncomfortable. She really likes 
school. She loves to learn. But 
she doesn’t Ieam well when she- 
doesn’t have the opportunity to. 
talk to other people. How can we. 
make it more comfortable for her. 
to learn here? We have the same, 
goals. How can I help support- 
you in wliat you do?’ ” 

Often, that should be enough. 

“I think in 97 percent of cases, 
opening the lines of communica- 
tion — when everybody is listen- 
ing to each other — truly takes 
care of the problem,” Butler said. ' 
But not always. 

“If the teacher says. These are 
my rules. This is the way I run 
my classroom. And that’s that,”’ 
Callahan said, “then you go lo 
the principal’s office.”

To Canada’s Sun Valley 
and back by steam train

K ail tour of Roc kies, Bri tish Columbia th rills sightseers

Short and long tunnels. 

Some are bored 
through mountain ridges. Other ore 
punche d th rough rock spines where 
nulrujfff^ftfcks squirm through nar- 
row canyons orwind alone o ceanade 
vistas. 

Others aren’t truly tunnels, but 
dense tracksidc vegetation gives the 
train traveler a feeling or rolling 
through a green-walled tunncL 
Throw in a combination of scenery 
including rivers, gorge, sagebrush 
- cquq.aygrain fields, glaciers and 
water side lumber mills, and you have 
a broad-brush sketch of train travel 
through the Canadian Rockies. 

This daylight-only, mid-August 

journey began in Calgary and ended ' 

in Vancouver, British Columbia, fol- 
lowed by a trip to Whistler, one of 
Canada’s primary resort areas.
